ITS RHYMING FEATURE, WHICH IS 
PECULIAR TO ENGLAND. 


Say “Daisies” For Boots, and You Will Hare 
Made = Good Start, but That Is Not All 
of 18 by Any Meapse—A Dissertation oa aa 
Unknown Gebence. . 


By way of introducing the subject let 
tne premise that thcre is a certain school 
of thinkers—dwellers for the most part 
in very unfashionable districts of Lon- 
don—who hold that a policeman in plain 
clothes, dress he ever so plainly, may: 
always be known as such by a carsory 
inspection of his boota Whether this 
opidion is well founded I know not, ba 
its existence, and also the existence of 


rhyming slang, was 


which are, I suppose, often assumed for 
the purpose of disguise, and ag I passed 
by a group of ill favored loiterers at a 
street corner I distinctly heard one of 
them remark to another: *‘ "Ero’s a tec. 
D'yer dick ‘is goggles and ‘is blanky 
daisies?’ = 
I walked quickly away, but the words 
remained in my mind. Theopinion they 
conveyed, except as affording proof that 
the speaker belonged to the school of 


.thinkers above alluded to, did not inter- 


est me so much as the words themselves 
"'Tec'' is of course merely an abbrevi- 
ation for ‘‘detective."? Much might» be 
written about ‘‘dick.” It is pure Ho- 
many, connected,’ as every student ‘of 
that attractive 


-stanee ‘‘dekhno,"’ meaning ‘'to see” 


But ‘‘daisic.’"—being the slang term 
and, as 1 shall show, the rhyming slang 
term for ‘‘boots’’—is a good specimen of 
a most singular perversion of the English 
language, which is well worth the at- 
tention of any one who cares about lin- 
guistic oddities. 

Rhyming slang is peculiar to England 
and, I believe, to London. The French 
language, so rich in slang, does not ad- 
mit of such treatment. It is of modern 
origin, and I donbt if any trace of it is 
to be found in the records, which are 
fairly plentiful, of the slang of last cen- 
tury. Nor do I recollect any instance of 
its appearance in the works of Dickens, 
Harrison Ainsworth or Bulwer Lytton. 

Rhyming slang expressions may be 
divided into two classese—the simple 
and the complex. The simple method 
consists in substituting for a word some 
othor word or phraso which rhymes with 
it. Not that every one is free to choose 
his own rhymes. Usage has established 
certain rhyming slang equivalents for 
certain words, and, although no doubt 
now rhymes ate always being intro- 
duced on trial, yet when one has become 
recognized as belonging to tho dialect 
it can never be dislodged. For instance, 
the rhyming slang for ‘‘a pocket’’ is 
‘skyrocket, '’ and neither ‘‘locket’’ nor 
*“‘socket’’ would be tolerated. The eyes 
are‘‘mince pies;’* the ear and the nose 
are, oddly enough, the ‘‘frosty and 
clear” and the ‘‘Isuppose.'’’ How, when 
and’ why these particular rhymes were 
universally adopted will never -be 
known. As Profesor Dowden remarks 
in connection with a very different sub- 
ject, **To the eyey'of, no diver amid the 
wrecks of time will that curious talis- 
mau gleam.'’ Who was ‘‘Charlie Pres- 
cott,'’ whose name is immortalized as 
a synonym for ‘‘waistcoat?"’ And why 
should cost and Sfoyjera be canoraled 
under such cireniistunces as 
afloat” and ‘‘round the ’ouses?"’ 

Other examples of what I have called 
the simple form of rhyming slang are 
“cat and mouse’’ (house), ‘‘elephant's 
trunk’’ (drank), “bull and cow’’ (row), 
abd ‘‘I’m so frisky” (whisky). But if I 
am asked how *'daisies™ can be the 
rhyming slang’ for ‘‘boots'’ I answer 
that we have here an example of the 
second or complex form of the jargon, 
which finds its highest development in 
the mouths of experta. Having got your 
rhymé—say, ‘‘skyrocket’’ for ‘‘pocket’’ 
—yon are permitted, within certain ill 
defined limite, make your slang 
equivalent and more occult by 
omitting the rhyming portion. Tous 
‘‘pocket’’ becomes ‘‘sky’’ and ‘‘daisy 
roots," the simple or first standard form 
for ‘‘bootsa,’” is contracted into -‘‘dai- 
sies.’’

An 
Adelphi andience knows, of course, that 
“chivry’’ means ‘face,’ but the earlier 
form of the word, ‘‘chevy chase,” be- 
ing now rarely if ever usod, the rhym- 
ing origina) is probably known to few 
playgoers, and the word ‘‘chivvy’’ is 
thus in danger of being lvft with no 
more poetry abont it than is attached to 
such terms as ‘‘conk’’ or ‘‘boko,’’ the 
ordinary slang for nose. ` 

We hear a great deal about the way 
in which élang basinvaded our couver- 
sation and our literature; but, in spite 
of the recent popularization of the cos- 
ter, I doubt if much rhyming slang is 
heard in wet end drawing rooms.

As the gunning season is near at hand 
we deem ıt a very opportune time to 
bring to the attention of our sportsmen 
the local laws relating to game in this 
county, The game laws, it will be re- 
membered, were amended by the legie- 
lature of last January, and several im- 
portant changes made, Sec. 2 of chapter 
5s says: “It sbs]l be unlawful for any 
person 1m said county to shoot, kill, take, 
trap or in any manner destroy or catch 
in said county woodcock before the Ist 
day of February and the 15th day of 
June; plover or sandpiper, partridges 
and quail between the 15th day of Janu- 
ary and the 15th dsy of November; 
wood or summer ducks between the lst 
day.of January and the 18th day of Sep- 
tember; squirrela between the 15th day 
of February and the Ist day of Septem- 
ber; rabbits between the 15th day of Jan- 
nary and the Ist day of November; and 
muskrats between the 15th day of March 
and the 16th day of December. And ev- 
ery person violating the provisions of 
this section shall be fined $10 for each 
and every woodcock, plover or sandpiper 
partridge, quail, duck, squirrel,: rabbit, 
mink, otter or muskrat so killed, taken, 
trapped shot or destroyed within the 
specified time. and possession of any of 
the within named birds or game; dead or 
alive , within any of the specified times 
by any person in said county, shall be 
deemed unlawful and be punishable by 
a fine of $10 for each and every such 
bird or annimal of killed or in possession 
ofany person.”

The domestication of the duck has bad 
an effect the opposite of that usually pro- 
duced by civilization of man,fur the mal- 
lard is strictly monogamous, Waterton 
the naturalist assures us, indeed, that 
the wild duck is a most faithfulfhusdend 
and remains paired fur life, while the 
domestic drake is most notoriously poly- 
gamous.

“ETHICS OF THE REGISTER. 


‘What Hotel People Have to Say About Ti- 
tles and Degrees. 

For a man to take a lady to dine at a 
hotel and register ns ‘‘Mr. So-and-so and 
lady"* is considered the height of igno- 
rance by hotel clerks. The proper way is 
to register both names, or, if the man is 
sensitive, to write ‘‘Mr. So-and-soand 
one.”’ This is sometimes done, but not 
very often. To use “and Indy'' is bad 
form'in this generation, when it comes 
to hotel régisters, for obvious reasons. 
But this is not the only evidence of bad 
form which is seen on the register. 
When 4 man pens Mr. before his name 
he is judged as being egotistical, and no 
professional man will put Dr. or Prof. 
before his name if he desires to avoid 
the clerk's anathemas. 

Many city people exhibit their iguo- 
rance of good breeding by going to a lo- 
cal hotel and giving the number and 
street Of their residence. notable in- 
stance of this is a wéill known jeweler, 
who, when he puts his namé on a regis- 

ter, which is frequent, invarfably puts 
pod business address after it. To put 
Hon., Gen., Capt. or any other title be- 
‘fore a inan’s name on a hotel register is 
as bad as Prof. or Dr.—in fact, it is 
looked upon as worse by all good hotel 
men. 

The only exception to the above is in 
case of theatrical people, who pnt the 
mmame of their company after their 
names. All professional stage people get 
rexinced rates at hostelries in nearly ev- 
ery instance, and for them to put the 
names of their troops on the book is a 
good thing for the hotel people. It goes 
to show that the person thus registering 
is not afraid of being questioned as to 
bis connection with a company and is 
not trying to get lower rates in a sur- 
reptitious manner. It is also in the case 
of theatrical people that there may be a 
permissible violation of the rules in re- 
gard to putting Mr. before the name 
Many stars do not register, but allow 
some one else to do it for them, general- 
ly the manager. In order to show all 
possible deference to his proteges, the 
manager generally puts Mr. before the 
names of tho men. In the cases of ladies 
it is invariably proper for them to put 
Miss or Mrs., as the case may be, in 
front of their names. —New York Dis- 
patch.

Mueh of it is ephemeral A 
great deal of it is meaningless, silly os 
weak and dies in its childhood. Actor 
folk are given to the invention of new 
phrases more or less\:xpreasive, but short 
lived. "The ghost walks’ ig one of the 
few instances of the jargon of stageland. 
The théatrical tèrm of ‘‘maketip’’ is 
now in getieral úse as descriptive of 
anything strikingin personaladornment, 
referring to the clothing and not toa 
disguise or enhancement of the features 
as originally. Song and dance men, 
acrobats, serio comics, sketch teams and 
the lower order of theatrical folk in- 
dulge in slang that renders their con- 
versation almost unintelligible. For iñ- 
stance, some knockout artist was strack 
by the similarity of the words pardon 


and pudding, and to his bright mind, 


the transition to ‘‘tapioca’’ was not dif- 
ficult, but there is no probability that 
the expression ‘‘Beg your tapioca” will 
supplant “I beg your pardon’’ in the 
language cf the polite world. ` 

The song and dance man may be ex- 
eased in summer days of ‘bankruptcy in 
calling the:man with money, willing to 
spend it for refreshment, an ‘‘angel,”’ 
and this expression may in time een 
into the language, but »for, the presen 
the ancient term of “‘sucker’’ will euf t: 
fice. 

Circné’ slang was the forerunner of

"Lost his grip” is a terse, pathetic, 
almost tragic ‘term, conjuring up as it 
does the story of wasted ambftion, 
blasted bopes, ruin, and eye in all

From the mining camps of the far 
west came ‘‘struck it tich” ” which now 
applies to human snocess; ‘‘np the 
flume,’ signifying failure; “hard pan,” 
which means a solid paying basis; ‘‘pe- 
tered oùt,’ which suggests a gradual 
decline and final suspension of resources;

It¥yas the balloon soaring toward 
the sky that was first declyred ont of 
sight, and then came the adaptation of 
thid new form of ‘expressing’ altitude 
and exemption from competition. For 
instance, when , Assemblyman Joseph 
Cahill sppears with bis fearfully and 
wonderfolly plaidcd trousers, which are 
said to have drowned the roarof the 
surf at Manhattan Beach, his admiring 
constituents cry out: “Get onto Cahill’s 
pants! They are oat of sight!’'

LOST. Ayp Si PSPOUED M MONEY. 


The Bank of England Makes a Big Profit 
on Her Notes. 

Bank notes of the value of thousands 
of pounds are annually lost or destroyed 
by accident. In the 40 years between 
1793 and 1832 there were outstanding 
notes of the Bank of England, presumed 
to have been either lost or destroyed, 
amounting to £1,330,000 odd, every 
shilling of which was clear profit to the 
bank. . 

In many instances, howevér, it is pos- 
sible to recover the amount of the note 
from the bank in full Notice has to be 
given to the bank of the note supposed 
to be lost or stolen, together with a 
small fee and a full narrative as to how * 
the loss occurred. The note is then 
“‘stopped''—that is, if the document 
should be presented for payment, the 
person ‘‘stopping’’ the note is informed 
when and to whom it is paid. If pre-. 
sented, after having been ‘‘stopped,”’ 
by any suspicious looking person, and 
not through a banker, one of the detect- 
ives always in attendance at the bank 
would be called to question the person 
as to how and when the note came into 
his or her possession. It is quite a mis- 
taken idea that ‘‘stopped payment” of a 
bank note has the effect supposed by 
very many people. It simply means that 
the Bank ot England carefully keeps a 
lookout for the note which has been 
“stopped, "’ and, though it canndt refuse 
to pay such note immediately on its be- 
ing presented, a notification would at 
once be mace to the person who stopped 
it, and the bank would give all the as- 
sistance in its power to enable the loser 
to recover the amount. 

In the case of a bank note having 
been, say, burned by mistake, if the 
number is known and notice sent to the 
Bank cf England it will pay-the amount 
after au interval of five’ years from the 
date of lodging noticé of destruction 

‘should no one have presented the note 

for paymentin the meantime. The bank 
in such cases also insists on a guarantee 
Leing given by a banker or two honse- 
holders that it, shall be repaid in the 
event of..the document turning up and , 
being again tendered for payment. It is 
not at all an unusual circumstance for 
s mutilated note to be presented for 
payment, burned perbaps half through, 
with marks of burning on the fringes. 
Nor is the damage always accidental. 
THe men who iniiulge in the luxury of 
lighting their pipes with a bank note 
are not altyays, as some may think, 
millionaires or recognized lunatics of 
socicty. The spoiled notes are more often 
than not presented by workmen or la- 
borers, who confess without hesitation 
that they have intentionally lighted 
their pipes with them from mere brag- 
gadocio —Ashton (England) Reporter.

Chinese curio dealers are 
very fond of antique joga, as they can 
be planted and dug up to order from the 
time of Confucius to the present day. 
The most popular is the ‘‘black joss.” 
This is made by painting a kaolin cast 
with paint made of tar, bitumen, éheliar 
or varnish, wrapping it in paper and 
then firing it ina furnace In this way 
any shade of black can be obtained, and 
the color burns through, as can be 
proved by breaking. 
The josses carved from wood and cov- 
ered with gaudy colors are cften very 
ancient. The prices vary from æ few. 
cents to $500 or mote, according to thé 
size, workmanship and amount of'deco- 
ratioris. They range in size from an inch 
to 10 or 12 feet. In the larger sizes the 
carving is of a superior quality and the 
coloring admirable. Josses carved ont 
of stone are rare and expensive. Those 
made of jade, pale green or light blue, 
fetch marvelous prices, while white, 
yellow.or brown are almost as expen- 
sive. One of these, belonging to Lin, 
the ex-governor of .

CARELESS ABOUT THE TEETH. 


The Great Majority‘Are Negligent In This 
Important Matter. 

Much bas been and will be written 
on the care of the teeth because so many 
persons do net appreciate these valuable 
organs of inasticntion. If teeth are wel) 
eared for and regularly inspected by the 
dentist, decay will hardly have an op- 
portanity-t9 do great hnrne béfors it is 
stopped. Decay often has its beginning 
in bits of food sticking between the 
teeth and forming the starting point of 
a diseased tooth. 

Tha toothpick should be nsed regular- 
ly after each meal and aftcr eating. It 
need not necessarily be employed during 
a meal or be carried like a cigar iu the 
month after eating, but in the privacy 
of one's room the quill toothpick should 
search out each corner and angle be- 
tween the teeth, and al! foreign matter 
should be removed; then the toothbrush 
should be used, aud, as the spaces be- 
tween the teeth are vertical in a stand- 
ing person, so tke toothbrush shonld 
be used up and down rather than across, 
so that fresh water may be scrubbed be- 
tween each tooth. 

The toothbrushes that shed bristles 
are not desirable articles of the toilet, 
for not only are the loose bristles a 
great annoyance, but they msy even 
work in between the teeth and in the 
gums and cause painful points. Such 
loose bristles usually come from cheap 
brushes or those used for too long a 
time 

These injunctions about the care of 
the teeth have to be repeated again and 
again, because it is sich a matter of 
everyday observance that persons care- 
ful in other matters are careless abont 
their teeth. Asthe teeth are not orly 
very visible, and when in a bad state 
very prominent, but are nids to diges- 
tion, and if impcrfect may lead to dys- 
pepeia and kindred tronbles, they should 
be kcrnpalousły cared for.—Popnlar 
Health Magazine.

Aiter Moses’ death his brother Aaron 
took the matter in hand and greatly im- 
proved the electrical power of the 
stmange battery. He had the ark of the 
covenant placed in the temple and had 
it surrounded by poles 60 ells high, or 
150 fect. These poles were covered with 
beaten gold, and gold chains were hung 
from poles to the ark of the covenant, 
which made a very expensive but very 
complete and powerful electrical con- 
nection.

We have 60 divisions on the dials of 
our clocks and watches because Hip- 
parchus, who lived in the second oen- 
tury before Christ, accepted the Baby- 
lonian system of reckoning time, that 
system being sexagesimal. The Baby- 
louians were acquainted with the dec- 
imal, but for common purposes they 
counted by ‘‘sossi’’ and ‘‘sari,’’ the 
**sosso’’ representing 60 and the *‘saros’’ 
60 times 60—3, 600. -From Hipparchus 
that mode of reckoning fonnd its way 
into the works of Ptalemy about the 
year 150 A. D., and on that authority 
it has been perpetuated to the present 
day.—St. Louis Republic.

It was with 
a thrill akin to horror that Radovitch 
heard himself sentenced to death, along 
with the other nine, thongh conscious 
that it only formed pert of the arrange- 
ment that he himself had suggested to 
General Garashinin.

Chemical Reaction. 

A French chemist bas lately made 
some investigations in a field not hither- 
to so thoroughly explored as many otb- 
ers, ard from them he draws the con< 
clusion that chemical reaction cannot 
occur between 124 degrees and 150 de- 
grees. Sulphuric acil and ammonia 
will not react at 80 degrees, while at 60 
to 65 degrees the action is sudden.and 
violent. Neither canstic soda nor caustic 
potash can be made to unite with the 
game acid below 125 degrees C. nor 
with carbonates below 80 degrees. With 
the’ latter, brisk effervescence sets in 
about 80 degrees. If nitric instead of 
sulphuric acid is used in such experi- 
ments, the temperature where reaction 
begins seems. to be lowered in every 
case. —New York San.

There used to be 
more mills shutting down than starting 
up; bot since the passage of “the free 
trade Wilson bill,” which war to “anni- 
hilate” the woolen industry, the record 
has been a remarkable one—better than | 
for any two weeke during the four years 
of McKinleyisin.

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CHESAPEAKE BEACH RAILWAY. 


Mr.Jehn E. Searles Is Said to Be Negotial- 
ing for Its Purchase. 


* Tie Baltimore Sun of Thursday last 
said: It was rumored in this city yester- 
day that Mr. J. E. Searles, the head of 
the syndicate which recently effected 
the consolidation of the Baltimore and 
Eastern Shore Railroad aud the Mary- 
land, Choptank and Eastern Shore Steam- 
boat Companies, ia negotiating for the 
purchase of the Washington and Chesa- 
peake Railway Compsny. The road 
was planned to extend from Washington 
to Chesapeake Beach, on the Chesapeake 
bay shore, in Calvert county. The com- 
pany was organized September Ist, 1891. 
It was intended todevelop Cheseapeake 
Beach as a resort for residents of Wash- 
ington and Baltimore. The distance from 
Washington to the beach is thirty miles.

<td; The company started work about 
a year ago, and most of the road bed has 
been graded, bùt no rails bave been laid. 

It was said by the incorporators at the 
time work was begun that the road 
would have an entrance into. Washing- 
ton over the Pennsylvania line, which it 
tapped at Bennings Station. It was also 
said that it would secure entrance into 

Baltimore over the Pope’s Creek road of 
the Pennsylvania system, the route of 
the new road crossing the Pope’s Creek 
branch near Upper Marlboro’, in Prince 
George’s county. 

Mr. Searles’s purpose of obtaining pos- 
session of the property and franchise is 
said to be to aid the development of 
Ocean City and to increase the traffic of 
the Eastern Shore road by diverting pas- 
senger travel in summer to QOvean City 
from Washington. 

| One of the projects $if the purchase is | 
consummated, is to abandon that part of | 
the Washington and Chesap.ake Bvach 
| road from Marlboro’ to Cherapeake 

Beach. Instead of this the road may be 

run direct from Marlboro’ through Anne 
Arundel county to Horseshoe Point, on 
| the Chesapeake bay, at the month of 
West river. From this point to Clay- 
| horne, the present bay termings of the 
Eastern Shore road, is almost a direct 
| line. 
The distance from Wavhington to 
Horseshoe Pointis about twenty eight 
miles, and the proposed road would af- 
ford a direct connection between Wash- 
| ington, Ocean City and other points on

HOW WE WALK. 


The Museles Used and the Mechanical Work 
That Tix y Do. 


The chi-f muscles concerned in walk- 


| ing zre those in the calf and back of 


leg, which, by pulling up the heel, also 
pull up the bones of the foot connected 
with it, and thea the whole body, the 
weight of which is passed on through 
the bones of the leg When walking, 
the tronk is thrown forward so that it 
would fall dow: prostrate were not the 
right foot plaited in tiae to support it. 
The calf moscles ure helped in this ac- 
tion by those on the front of the trunk 
and legs, which contract and pnll the 
body forward, and the trunk, slanting 
forward when the heel is raised by the 
calf muscles, the whol body will be 
raised and pushed forward and upward. 
This advancement of each leg is effect- 
ed partly by muscniar action, the mus- 
cles used being (1) those ou the frout of 
the thigh, bending it forward on the 
pelvis; (2) the hamstring muscles, which 
slightly bend the leg on the thigh; (3) 
the muscles on the front of the leg, 
which raise the front of the foot and 
toes, preventing the latter, in swinging 
forward, from hitching in the ground. 
When ove foot has reached the 
ground, the action of the other has not 
ccased. Therv is another point in walk- 
ing. The boty is constantly supported 
and balanced ou each leg alternately 
and therefore on ouly aneatonce. Hence | 
there must be some micuus for throwing 
the center of gravity over the line of 
support formed ly the bones of each leg, 
as it supports the weight of the body. 
This is done in various ways, and hence 
the differevce in the walk of different 
people. There may be slight rotation at 
the hip joint, bringing the center of 
gravity of the body over the foot of this 
side. This ‘‘rocking’’ motion of the 
tronk and thigh is accompanied by a

JACKETS FOR OUR SAILORS. 


They Are Made by Sewing Women In the 
‘Employ of the Navy Depertment. 

The natty uniforms of the sailors and 
marines of the United States navy are 
made by a corps of women employed by 
the quartermastcr of the Brooklyn navy 
yard. They are well paid, and the posi- 

ion òf tuiloress or seamstress is eagerly 

sought for by women who earn a living 
by making garments. The waiting list 
of the bureau of employment contains 
more than 100 applicanta. All work is 
done by the piece, and the wages vary 
from $3 to $12 a weck. 

. The applicant mutt present ber name 
to the civil service board. Her applica- 
tion must be signed by a two rep- 
mutable persons. Not omiy must she 
come well recommended as a seamstress, 
but the condition of the workshop is 
carefully considered. The quartermaster 
makes it a point that no work shall be 
done in sveztshons or in places where 
the cluthius is likely to be infected. 

Once appointed, the applicant visits 
the tailor shops of the navy yard, where 
she receivcs a bundle of goods to be 
made up into: gurments The govern- 
ment furnishes all the teimmings and 

“thread. From 20 to 80 bundles are is- 
sued every morning. It usually requires 
two days to finish the garments. The 
work is delivered and a new lot issued, 

The overcoats are made of heavy cloth, 
and the maker receives $2.80 apiece, 
Drawers ond mndcrshirts for the men are 
made of 11 ounce 2nd 7 ounce blue flan: 
nel. The sezm-tress is paid 15 cents for 
each. The maker is paid 66 centa apiece 
for cloth t1en:crs and 50 cents for work; 
ing troase:s. Overshirta of heavy and 
light .weizht flauncls pay 65 cents 
apiece. Jnmpers are made of white drill- 
ing at 50 conts each. 

Some of these women have been in 
the employ of the navy yard from 15 to 
20 years. The older employees ure best 
paid and make rarely less than $124 
week. 

The garments are for the enlisted men 
obly, as the officer supplies his own 
wardrobe. The uniforms are issued at 
the navy yard by the qrartermaster.— 
New York Sun.

The despotism of editors is not so ar- 
bitrary as it used to be. My memory 
does not go back to the fear in which 
the quarterly, ‘so savage and slangh- 
terly,"’ used to be held) One would 
have supposed it took its name from its 
quartering as well as executing its vic: 
tims. In my time nobody cared much for 
the attacks of the heavier reviews, partly 
perhaps because they were generally be- 
lated and did.not bear down upon su- 
thors until their reputations had been es- 
tablished, but the power of the weekly 
organs of literature’ was still considera- 
ble. The then editor of The Atheuzum, 
Hepworth Dixon, was greatly feared by 
the small fry of literature and not 
much liked by the large fry.
